Improvemem began and carried to a conclusion during the year 
1886. 

On January 1st, 1886, there were 647 patients In the Hospi- 
tal; during the year, there were 0M8 admissions, and 5212 dis- 
charges, leaving 666 sick and convalescent inmates in the House, 
on December 31st, 1885. There occurred 1005 deaths during the 
year, making the death rate about it per <» Dt - Theout-door 
clinic continues to -row in importance, there having been 15,685 
individuals who thus received the benefits of the Hospital dur- 
ingthe year 1885, essgainsi 10,004 who were similarly relieved 
in tin- twelve liioiiilis preceding. 

Bince the las) Anm teport, the Hospital Librarj has 

received somevaluable contributions. Owing to the import 
anceof this work, and with the hope thai the friends of the 
Hospital will assist the Board of Administrators in their desire 
toenhvrge the sphere of utility of the Wbrary, contributions of 
medical work., or others, Bearing upon kindred branches of 
science, are most earnestly and respectfully solicited. 

In mentioning the valuable services rendered the com 
munitj by the Charity Hospital Ambulance Corps, a meed oi 
praise is duethe Resided Students of the Hospital for their 
willingness and promptness in answering calls fiw a»e Ambu- 
lance, and for their careful attention to duty. The Boardof 
Administrators, suii.-itons lor the welfiwe of the Students real 
ding at the Hospital, and finding pm* the sleeping quarters 
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provided for the use in ol these gentlemen are lacking 

in sanitary requirements, propose remedying this defect at a 
v.-ry curly day. The Board have also under consideration the 
propriety of erecting stables and dependencies For the car 
the horses and Ambulance wagons- There can be no question 
as to the necessity for the construction of these building 
completion, whilst advantageous in an economiciil point of 
view, will also lend to crdiiuici- tin- value of the Ambulance 
Service, the benefits of which have already strikingly impressed 
themselves upon popular sentiment in the community. 

Doctor Dai id Jamison, Assistant Eonse Surgeon, has recently 
tendered bis resignation of that position. In parting with Doctor 
Jamison, the Board of Administrators were happy at the 
opportunity offered them of signifying to that gentleman their 
appreciation of the services rendered bj him to the Hospi 
ho- to]- p. W. Parham was elected to Mil the vacancy cau 
bj Doctor Jamison's withdrawal. 

The Pathological Department, under the guidano 
Director, Doctor If. 1». Schmidt, has again proved the wisdom 
of its foundation The character of the wink which is being 
carried on daily and noiselessly in this department, rendei 
of great value to the practical workings of the Hospital ; and 
tin- shelves of the Museum are filled with specimens and prep 
arations which are useful for study, as well as for the history 

he evolution of disea 

The interior management of tie- Hospital dnring the past 
that credit upon the good Sisters in charge, which 
fchej do uot seek, bat which the Board of Administrators grate- 
fully recognise. 

The governmenJ of the Hospital has been greatly facilitated 
by the good will shown in its behalf by every person connected 
with the lust it lit ion.

Gentlemen — I have the honor t" report on the medical 
managemenl of the Hospital, and submit the records for 1885. 

MKHh U sT.vnsi 

The records comprise the tableaux required by the Statutes 
<>l" tin' State, classifying the disease of each patient, the condi. 
ji.m of those discharged and the <l>*;iilis: also, other tables i>r 
statistical interest The preparation of tlie annual statements 
lias been so simplified by a system ofQuarterij Reports as lo 
enable nsto present them now, foor days after the close of ttie 

Ai the last Annual Report, 647 patients remained tinder 
treatment. Daring the year, 6143 new patientB were admitted, 
making thetotalof inmates treatd6790; while, 5216, colored, 
1567; males, 1839, females, 1365; children (white, 78, colored, 
19), under ten years, 97 : deserted and unrecorded, 17. 

The admissions were L137 less than lasl year, owing to the 
general go* d health of the lower Mississippi valley. For 
instance, there were "1^7'J cases of malarial fever treated in 1883; 
in 1885 only 1944. 

The largest number of inmates at "in- time w a- 690, on the 
I'd of March; the smallest, 528, on the 1st of October; daily 
average 605; daily average of admissions, 16. 

Of the 6790 inmates treated during the year, 5212 wen 
charged; en red, 3125, er 59 per cent.; improved, 1563, or Jit per 
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cent,; nnimproved,^ or 10 per cent. ; remaining on the 31sl 
nt December, 556 

•,„,,.. were 1005 deaths, a total mortality of n P« li ' llt - : 
whiu-. 11 per cent., colored, 24. The excessive mortelitj 
among the colored is explained bj the fad fchatalarge proper- 
HOn of those applying for admission suffer of very grave diseases. 
For instance, fcheeolored die of pulmonary eonsumptiou in the 
ratio of three to one white. 

Pulmonary consumption caused 16 per cent, of the total 
deaths. This mortality was increased, however, Lessthan usual, 
l,v the phthisical patients who came into the Gulf States in 

searc a Eavorable climate, aofrequentlj have i observed 

the subjects of phthisis grow rapidlj worse after coming into the 

Hospital, thai 1 deem it my dufcj again bo alh to the low 

altitude, the damp atmosphere and the triable winter weather 
of New Orleans as positive contra-indications in the climatic 
treatment of this disease. 

Deducting 176 deaths, occurring within twentj four hours 

after admission, the total mortalitj is reduce 12 pei cenl 

This death rate compares fovorablj with thai of previonBy« 
espeoialls in vi.-w of the feci that, since bo many of the acute 
and mild diseases are now treated in the oui door clinics, only 
those comparative^ more seriously ill are admitted into the 
Hospital. 

]n ,,„, ,„,, ,[,„„ departmenl 12,829 vimting patients were 

attended. There were in addition 766 cases of accidental 

surgerj treated in the impbitheater, making the total oi on1 

door patients 13,585. This is an increase of 2,981 over the figures 

the lastreport, due to increase of thetransient population 

in tiif city.

theHospital gave reliei during the year to a grand total of 
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20,376. N<> Hospital of my acquaintance gives relict' to as 
many patients with the same amount of revenues at command. 

OUT-DOOB DEPARTMENT. 

Tlif ont-door clinics are intended only for the poor; some, 
whose injury or illness does not warrant their admission; 
others, proper subjects for admission, who prefer remaining 
t hcit homes or lodgings, and visiting the Hospital for treat- 
ment- The (mi -door treat men! of this latter class of patients is 
an economy to t be Hospital. There is an abuse of tliis charity, 
as in all metropolitan cities; but the undeserving are fe\i 
compared with the large number of poor people applying for 
relief. 

The necessity of an entirely separate department for the 
treatment of the ont-door patients is becoming nunc and more 
apparent. They are no^ treated in the wards in the presence 
of the inmates. The visiting patients, however orderly, n< 
sarily disturb the inmates, (n the large charities of the Eastern 

cities, iin»otii-.l 'consultation thorns are altogether separate 

from the wauls, and in some of tin- best Hospitals, in separate 
buildings. (lie time has. CQme in the growth of New Orleans, 
ami m the increase of the outdoor service of the Hospital, 
when a separate building should lie provided, where the work 
of ont-door relief eould g without, in any manner, disturb- 
ing tin- inmates. A> the people of Hew Orleans an- the bene 
fioiaries of this service almost exclusively, the municipal 
government should in time contribute to the permanent estab- 
lishment of a separate out-door department in connection with 
the Hospital- Attention is respectf oily directed to this matter, 

Mini, in due lime, there may lie a movement in this direction. 
iMt'i:i!VKMr.\ r-, iGCoatPOSHED. 
At the close of each year, since the beginning of your 
administration, l« has been my duly to reporl the beneficial 
results of alterations ami additions in every department of the 
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Hospital. Among the more recent acquisitions in the Medical 
Departmeni is an mil dour consultation room for diseases of 

the Nose iiinl Throat, with the special appliances necessary. 

The works of improvement, itemized in mj last Annual 
Report, viz : the now Burgieal Operating Rooms, one for the 
Byeand Bar Clinic, the other for the Gyosecologieal Service, 
the Reception Room for moribund patients and those admitted 
ai night, the Annex to the Female Department, with the sepa- 
rate wards for the treatmenl of children, the now Dead House.

An extension of the Students' Dormitories, so :l s to remove 
those living in the main building into more desirable quarters,

The erection of a building for the establishment of the 
Out-door Departmeni as an entirelj separate service of the 
Hospital, is strongly recommended.

This service, organised on the 2d of February, is working

their duly. Lives have been ■ I by the prompt aid ren- 

dered on the spot in easesof poisoning and surgical accident. 
In the ambulance report, observe the preponderance of surgical 
cases. 

In iny judgment, the usefulness of the service and the high 
appreciation in which ii is held as n public charity, can boa) be 
maintained by continuing the presenl plan of relief, nnderthe 
rules and regulations firsl adopted. This .should remain an 
emergency service, bo render medical aid on the spot and 
transfer to the Hospital only the re seriously ill and injured. 

The erection of mi ambulance house, as now contemplated 
bj the Board, will facilitate very much the working of the 
Service :uid prepare fur its pi-rmaiieui establishment.
